“I don't believe we moved the pres! 
dent an inch nearer suffrage,” said 
Mrs. Glendower Evans, of Boston, one 
of the leaders. 
"His hand was a poor 
apology for the insult of shutting the 
White House door in the fate of 373 
women. 
He would not shut the door 
rn the fat e of 375 votes.”
